ATTEMPT TO RESCUE 
‘WOUNDED PRISONER. 
A NATIONAL SOLDIER 
WOUNDED. - . 


Armed inen, disguised as students, yester- 
day attempted to rescue a wounded prisoner 
from Mercer’s Hospital, Dublin, and, in doing 
so, fired at and wounded a national soldier, 
who is said to have resisted them when 
ordered to put up his hands. | : 

At abont half-past nine o'clock a motor 


car stop at the main entrance to the 
hospital. (Two young men alighted from it 
and p leisurely through tha students’ 
entrance and into hall.

Barracks, was on duty as sentry. He had 
no suspicion of the two young men, regardin

Nolan then gave an alarm, and, it ia stated, 
fired a revolver shot, which missed the two 
armed m They, in turn, fired each a shot, 
One of the bullets struck the sentry in the 
stomach, and he fell, bleeding, to the floor.

When he drove there, three men entered the 
taxi-cab and ordered him to drive to the 
tobacconist’s shop of Mrs. O’Brien. There 
some of the men got ouf of the cab and, 
armed with revolvers, “held up the owner 
and an assistant: The women screamed and 
a policeman appeared on the scene. One of 
the armed men turned around and ordered 
the constable to stand off. The taxi-cab then 
drove away with the men, of whom Cunning- 
ham was undoubtedly one. They drove to 
Mr. Plunkett's at Rathfarnham; from which 
the property in the case was taken. Accord- 
ing to Duggan’s narrative, he was a taxi- 
cab driver following his occupation, but the 
prosecution made the case that these men 
drove to Tallaght, where they stopped at 
Toomey's publichouse, when some of them 
produced revolvers and pretended that 2 
were on some official duty and were in searc 
of a certain man. They held up a man 
who happened to be there. They contented 
themselves with taking some Whiskey. Cun- 
ningham would be identified as one of the 
men who raided Toomey’s. That was at 8 
o'clock, and a Mrs. O’Neill’s shop was raided 
at 8.30. Duggan, who remained in the caf) 
counsel submitted, was equally guilty with the 
others, and Cunningham would be identified 
by five witnesses.

APPEAL. 


‘CORK FIRM’S CASE, 


REMARKABLE ERROR 
OF JUDGMENT. 


In the Court of Appeal, London, yesterday, 
before Lords Justices Bankes, Warrington, 
and Scrutton, a question of considerable in- 
terest ‘in reference to commercial. arbitrations 


was raised. | 
The case related to a dispute between the 
sellers and a buyer, under a c.i.f. contract, 
for the sale and purchase of a quantity of 
Irish black oats for shipment from Cork 10 
Rouen. ' 
Messrs. Richard Clear and Co., Ltd., cf 
Cork, the sellers, appealed from a judgment 
of Mr. Justice Sankey, who decided in favour 
of the buyer, Mdme, Eugene Bloch, of Paris, 
upon an award of lay arbitrators, stated in 
the form of a special case, and upon a suppie- 
mental award. There was also a motion ty 
the sellers to set the supplemental award 
aside. ei 
Lord Justice Bankes said that he proposed 
to give judgment on the motion to set aside 
the supplemental award before dealing with 
other matters which would necessarily arise. 
The contract in question was entered into in 
October, 1919, when there was in force, 
although the sellers were, unaware of it, an 
Order-in-Council, which entirely prohibited 
the exportation. of oats from the kingdom. 
In spite of that, however, it appeared 
that certain Government Departments were 
issuing licencés for the export of seed coats. 


ARBITRATION. 

Subsequently the sellers became aware of 
the necessity of obtaining a licence for the 
purpose of enabling them to fulfil the con- 
tract, but they fa.led to obtain one. Ther 
then took the. position that they were 
under no obligation to fulfil the contract, and 
the dispute was by ent referred to 
arbitration under the rules of the London 
Corn Trade Association, which provided for 
arbitration before three arbitrators, a decision 
by two of whom was to be final. The arbitra- 
tors were asked to state their award in the 
form of a special case. Two of them—the 
other not being willing—stated a special case, 
and they asked the Court to decide whether, 
on the facts stated in the case, and on the 
true construction of the contract, the sellers 
were excused from performance oí the con- 
tract. 

The arbitrators, amongst other things, 
stated that the export of oats was only 
allowed at the time the contract was entered 
into subject fo a licence being obtained from 
the Board of Trade, and that théy were not 
satisfied that the sellers did all théy might 
have done to obtain a licence. 

When the matter came before Mr. Justice 
Sankey, he ae to have been in doubt 
‘as to what these two arbitrators exactly 
meant by these findings, and he thereupon ds. 
cided that he must remit the case, in order 
that he might be supplied with further infor- 
mation upon these particular matters. The 
question at once arose as to whether the 
case should be sent back to the tribunal of 
three arbitrators, A or to the two arbitrators 
who were in agreement. 

Mr. Justice Sankey was ultimately persuaded 
that the right course was to remit the case 
to the two arbitrators who had stated the 
special case, but to give the third dissenting 
arbitrator liberty to attend and state his views 
to the other two arbitrators, but not to take 
* part in re-stating the case to the Court. 

t was shfficient on that point to say that 
he (Lord Justice Bankes) had very grave 
doubt, as to whether the learned judge had 
jurisdiction to deal with the matter in that 
way. But it was not necessary to come to a 
decision on that point, for it was agreed that 
the learned judge had no jurisdiction, and 
did not intend to send the case back to the 
two arbitrators to institute a fresh inquiry. 
The learned judge remitted the tase to them 
for further information merely on matters 
which were already in their minds. 


= AN ERROR OF JUDGMENT. 

Without imputing any moral misconduct to 
these two gentlemen, he — Lord Justice) 
thought that they committed an error of 
judgment. They did that which they had 
absolutely no tight to do. They sta on a 
fresh inquiry, and obtained new evidence, and 
did this in the absence of the third. arbitrator. 
It necessarily followed that this fresh award

IRELAND. 

TO THE NN OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—At this, the inception of our national 
existence, we are naturally concerned . with 
national ideas I venture to draw attention 
to ons, to which I have seen reference, but in 
vague indefinite manner, by one of your cof-. 
respondents recently—that of establishing a | 
fund or funds for scientific research. An 
Irishman with an original idea, whether in 
science or other branch of knowledge, has ab- 
solutely no chance of receiving monetary as- 


sitance from Ehglish research funds in testing 
it imentally. I applied last year to 
the yal Society ind to the Medical 


Research Council for a grant to defray the 
expense of a piece of work on the action of 
‘the heart. Though I had a fair amount of 
influence to back the request, I oa as well 
have sent it to the planet Mars for all the 
success it had, or is ever likely to have. 

Failing to get aid, I went to work at my 
own expense at the Marcy Institute in Paris, 
and thete had the pleasure of meeting and 
collaborating with a Rumanian professor 
engaged in cognate investigations. We made 
a pone communication to the Société de 
Biologie. The point which I desire to bring 
out in this connection is that the Bukarest 
man was there at his country’s expense, and 
his country is pretty impoverished—the 
Rumanian currency possessing something like 
one-fortieth of its normal value, which. is 
that of one leu equalling one franc. There 
was no waiting for the ship to come home. 
The man with an idea must be given every 
possible chance of working it out, Such is 
the keenness on research in every country 
except Ireland, It is the first function of a 
university. Is Ireland to lag in stagnant 
futile thought? Is there no source from 
which an Irishman with an idea may receive. 
aid in working it ont? If the Irish Govern- 
ment fails in this, it fails in à vital

The truth is that the buildings which we 
now see are not those that were the theatre 
‘of so many memorable incidents, especiall 
in the stormy sixteenth and seventeent 
“centuries. Not a trace now remains of the 
original historic Castle, built in 1205, as 
well to curb the city as to efend it, 
occasion so require, King J 
said in the patent he granted to Myler Fitz-- 
Henry. The place is a place of antiquity; 
Castle of grim memories, secret 
chambers, of ghosts which walked in the 
night in clanking chains, had long disappeared. 


“ The Devil L Half Acre. 


These unpretentious buildings around the 
quadrangle—known to the populace, with 
grim irony, as “ the devil’s hali-acre — were 
mainly erected early in the eighteenth 
century, and that was too late for historic 
ghosts. That low porch was the entrance. 
to the State Departments—the residence 
during the Viceregal season of the Lord 
Lieutenant—occupying the entire western 
wing of the — All the other build- 
ings were used for the chief offices of the 
Irish Government. There in that corner to 
the left was the Chief Secretary's Office, 
“that grim apartment in Dublin Castle,” as 
Mr. John Morley says in his ' Life of Glad- 
stone,” where successive Chief Secretaries 
spend anxious hours in saying ‘No’ to 
impossible demands, and hunting for plausible 
answers to insoluble riddles. Of the aspect 
of Dublin Castle, as a whole, it may be said 
it was shabby, rather than gloomy and for- 
bidding. 


The Lord Lieutenant's Court. 


The Lord Lieutenant. of Ireland played two 
parts which were contradictory, and really 


ought to have been incompatible in one 
person in public life. He was the repre- 
sentative in Ireland of a Constitutional 


Sovereign, who is above party, and, at the 
same time, he was a member of the Govern- 
of the day, by whom he was 
appointed, whose political policy he car- 
ried out in Ireland, and with whom he 
quitted office, if they resigned or were dis- 
missed by the country at a General Election. 
In truth, no one but a wealthy peer could 
afford to be Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for 
the hospitality. which he was expected to dis- 
AC entailed heavy drawings on his private 

lance at the bank. Besides the salary there 
was an annual grant of close om £5, for 
the payment. of the members of the Househoid. 
The Court had its chaplain, its physician-in- 
ordinary, its surgeon-in-ordinary, its surgeon 
to the Household, its surgeon oculist, and its 
surgeon dentist, just like the Court of the 
King, whose under-study the Lord Lieutenant 
was in Ireland. And His Excellency pos- 
sessed two of the Royal prerogatives. He 
could make Knights. He could commute 
sentences and pardon criminals. But just as 
the King does — things on the advice, as a 
rule, of his Prime Minister and Home Secre- 
tary respectively, so the Viceroy, as the foun- 
tain of honour or of mercy in Ireland, acted as 
a rule by direction of his Chief Secretary. 
The Court season at the Castle was brief. 
1. opened on February 1 and ended on March 
17 (St. Patrick's Day); but into these six 
| weeks were crowded many State and social 
functions. Drawing Rooms, Levées, dinners, 
concerts, gala nights atthe theatre, and balls. 
During the season the Lord Lieutenant re- 
sided at the Castle, and for the rest of the 
year his home was the Viceregal Lodge. The 
etiquette of the Viceregal Court was as 
elaborate and ceremonial in its mimic 
way as the etiquette of the Royal 
Court at Buckingham Palace or Windsor 
There was a Court Circular, in which the 
movements of the Viceroy were daily 
chronicled. The public were told that he 
drove, rode, hunted, attended some function, 
went to a race meeting, or some other fes- 
tivity, or gave a dinner. The names of 
guests staying at Dublin Castle or Viceregal 
Lodge and of those who “ have the honour of 
being included in the Viceregal dinner —as 
— Court Chronicler puts it—were also pub- 
ished. 


Viceregal Etiquette. 


The Viceroy was styled “ His Excellency,” 
and was addressed as Sir,“ just like the 
King. His lady was, by courtesy, called 
Her Excellency, but in this case, as in the 
case of a King and his Queen Consort, he was 
the superior being, and whatever glory she 
possessed was but reflected from him. The 
Viceroy took precedence of everyone but the 
Sovereign. When he entered a room in which 
company were assembled they all rose and 
remained standing until he intimated that 
they might be seated. He led into dinner the 
lady who was highest in rank, and Her Ex- 
cellency followed with the greatest male per- 
sonage present. 

y staying at the Castle or Viceregal 
Lodge needed to be an adept at curtseying. 
She was supposed to curtsey whenever she 
met the Viceroy. At dinner Her Excellency 
indicated the time for the ladies to leave the 
table. She first saluted the Viceroy with a 
curtsey, and backed out of the room, and was 
followed by the other ladies in due order of 
recedence, each in like manner curtseying to 
fis Excellency as she passed backwards from 
his presence, 


At a Drawing Room. 


The presentations to the Viceroy at Levées 
and Drawing Rooms were held in the Throne 
Room. Gentlemen wore Court dress at the 
Levées, and at the Drawing Rooms the young 
débutantes were in white—all plumes and 
trains. The Throne Room was, like all the other 
State apartments in Dublin Castle, simply 
furnished. Except for the Throne there was 
not much to differentiate the apartment from 
a waiting room in a big hotel. It was decor- 
ated in white and gold, and its carpet, and 
draperies were in dark crimson. Corinthian 
pillars supported its painted ceiling, from 
which hung a massive chandelier, and round 
its walls were a series of medallions ascribed 
to Angelica Kauffmann. Still, at a presenta-

It was a privilege of the Viceroy to kiss, 
if he chose, every lady presented to him for 
the first time—the one privilege which, per- 
haps, was most envied by the young 
„ for those Irish girls, fresh 
from the country, were proverbially beauti- 
ful: Sometimes the kiss was perfunctory, 
but sometimes it was so warm that a 
reminiscent expression comes into the face of 
Her Excellency. 

Again curtseying, the young lady backed 
out of the room, with her train caught up 
and placed over her arm again by an 
aide-de-canip.

It 
seems that the Viceroy, if he kissed at all, 
could not pick and choose among the 
débutantes in the bestowal of his favours, 
but must treat every lady on the ligt alike, 
whether pretty and trembling girls, or 
matrons and spinsters, stölid and plain, 
gallantly giving his kiss to all, cheerfully and 
with an air of enjoyment. But the ladies 
evidently appreciated the kiss of fealty. For 
surely it was more than a coincidence that 
when the custom was suspended during the 
viceroyalty of Earl Cadogan, there was a re-
